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U.S. Chamber of Commerce Adopts 


Resolution Favoring Pay Revision 





‘THE Chamber of Commerce of the 

United States, representing the 
leading business men of the Nation, 
meeting in National convention in 
Washington Thursday, May 1, adopted 
a resolution favoring rates of pay for 
the services which “will afford com- 
pensation appropriate to the standards 
which should be maintained in these 
services.” 

The resolution was passed without 
a dissenting voice, toward the end of 
the chamber’s national session, which 
was attended by 3,000 business men 
from all parts of the United States. 
Discussion was called for by the chair, 
but there was none and the resolution 
was passed without objection, indicat- 
ing that there is no opposition among 
business men of the country to an 
additional expenditure for the proper 
upkeep of Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps personnel. 

The resolution refers to “inequities” 
in the rates of pay for different ranks 
and the “standards which should be 
maintained in these services.” 

Action of the chamber this week was 
taken at the instance of the Ohio State 
Chamber of Commerce, which some 
time ago adopted a resolution express- 
ing itself strongly in favor of a pay 
increase for the military and naval 
services. The Ohio resolution was sub- 
mitted to the committee on resolutions 
of the United States Chamber meeting, 


which reported it in condensed form. 

The resolution as adopted by the 
United States Chamber session is as 
follows: 

“Existing pay schedules for the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, 
and Public Health Service contain 
inequities in the rates of pay for 
different ranks and have been in 
force so long in substantially. their 
present form as obviously to re- 
quire revision in accordance with 
present conditions. We believe 
that there should be such a revision 
as will place the rates of pay for 
the several ranks in their proper 
relations and will afford compen- 
sation appropriate to the standards 
which should be maintained in 
these services.” 

The Ohio State Chamber of Com- 
merce resolution, upon which the 
United State Chamber’s resolution was 
based, was as follows:

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Two Investigations 


Of Treaty Scheduled

ITH the same expedition that 


marked the action of President 
Hoover in sending the London Naval 
Treaty to the Senate just 24 hours 
after receiving it, the Senate Naval 
Affairs Committee will inaugurate its 


hearings on Monday, May 5, and the 
Foreign Relations Committee will be- 
gin its consideration on Wednesday, 
May 7 

Of the two investigations the former 
is expected to delve into the technical 
questions involved, the effect of the 
provisions of the pact on our relative 
naval strength, the 8-inch versus 6- 
inch gun cruisers, the submarine ratio 
and other controversial naval questions. 

Starting with Secretary Adams on 
Monday morning Senator Hale’s com- 
mittee will hear Adm. Pratt and Rear 
Adm. Jones and these will probably 
be followed by members of the Gen- 
eral Boar4 and other officers, the scope 
of the hearing depending on the de- 
velopments. 

Senator Borah’s committee probably 
will devote most of its attention to 
the political aspects of the Treaty and 
its general effect on our naval strength 
with less attention to the technical 
questions. The Security clause bids 
fair to be whatever storm center de- 
velops. 

From the present outlook there seems 
no reason to expect a prolonged fight 
over ratification. The hearings, partic- 
ularly in the Naval Committee, will be 
extended and exhaustive and when the 
reports go to the Senate much oratory 
will preceed final action. 

Both Senator Robinson and Senator 
Reed, the senatorial representatives on 
the delegation, have openly advocated 
a comprehensive building program and 
a liberal appropriation for new con- 
struction extended over a period of 
years. Provided adequate assurances 
are given that Congress will provide 
for the new ships required for the 
Navy under the Treaty, it now appears 
that little serious opposition will devel- 
op against ratification.

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Army Posts Are Picked 
To Quarter Convicts 


AVING already taken over the 

Army Disciplinary Barracks at Ft. 
Leavenworth for the purpose of hous- 
ing the overflow of convicts from the 
Federal penitentiaries, the Department 
of Justice is now carrying out a plan 
to quarter additional prisoners on regu- 
lar Army Posts. 

Ft. Meade will be the first Army post 
to have the convicts as guests. On 
May 15, 200 prisoners will be sent to 
Meade and shortly after 600 will go 
to Camp Lee, Va., and 800 to Ft. Riley, 
Kans. Other reservations along the 
West Coast will be utilized as the plan 
is broadened, a Department of Justice 
announcement says. 

The prisoners will be put to work at 
the Army posts building roads and 
performing other functions. Only 
prisoners of the trusty type whose 
terms are short and due to expire 
within a few months will be sent to 
these camps, it is promised. However, 
if the experiment is found feasible, of- 
ficials declare, permanent barracks will 
be built so that the men can be em- 
ployed summer and winter. 

Among the individual members of 
the service the announcement has not 
been accorded a very hearty recep- 
tion. Why, it is argued, should the 
Army personnel and the posts which 
they have worked so hard to develop 
into efficient training quarters as well 
as habitable homes for themselves and 
their families be selected as posts for 
Federal convicts? 

Why not quarter the convicts on the 
reservations of the national parks, such 
as Yellowstone Park, it is facetiously 
suggested; why not utilize the Navy’s 
abandoned destroyers and other ves- 
sels as convict ships; or why not ask 
the State Department to find room 
among the diplomatic corps to take 
care of the Department of Justice 
wards. With the lead of the Federal 
Government, it is added in the same 
vein, the State Governments might 
well quarter their prison overflow on 
the campus or in the spare dormitories 
of the State universities.

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Firm Plans Combine 
Of Branch Journals 


A PLAN to combine into a “Na- 

tional Service company and affili- 
ated organizations” the publications as 
well as other business activities of the 
associations of the various arms and 
services of the Army is being vigor- 
ously promulgated. ‘ 

Some of the associations already 
have been approached informally by 
representatives (who are Army offi- 
cers, active and retired) of the pro- 
posed business enterprise. The reac- 
tion among the associations has been 


the proposal there are others who 
wish the organ of their association to 
maintain its individuality and separate 
integrity. 

Infantry Journal Incorporates 

Already the National Service Pub- 
lishing Company and the Infantry As- 
sociation have together formed a com- 
pany known as the Infantry Journal, 
Inc., which has taken over from the 
association the entire publication with 
the exception of the preparation of 
the editorial content. 

The proposal of the National Serv- 
ice Company itself is widespread and 
far reaching, with a number of sep- 
arate subdivisions to carry on its ac- 
tivities under the leadership of one 
large administrative group or holding 
company. 

It proposes to publish the journals 
of the individual associations in a 
“group” publication, half of which will 
be devoted to the entire Army and 
will be composed of material passed 
upon by an “editorial advisory” board, 
while other pages will be turned over 
to the individual associations to use 
as they please. In printing the maga- 
zine different covers will be used for 
three copies going to each association, 
so that each association will receive 
the number of copies it wishes with 
its own cover and its own material 
but the first half of the number of 
pages will be devoted to the “general 
material,” common to all the maga- 


zines. 
Activities Charted 

Those who are approaching the as- 
sociations are displaying a huge chart 
entitled “The National Service Com- 
pany and affiliated organizations.” The 
central figure in the chart is the Na- 
tional Service Company itself and all 
lines lead to it. Above it are com- 
panies with such titles and descrip- 
tions as “The National Service Print- 
ing Company, printers for the Infan- 
try Journal, Etc.,” “The National Serv- 
ice Publishing Company, publishers of 
Military books to be distributed by the 
Infantry Associations, etc.,” “The Na- 
tional Service Advertising Company, 
sales agents for the Infantry Journal, 
etc.,” and the “National Service Equip- 
ment and Supply Company—retail 
stores and mail order service.”

A NET increase of $452,478, of which 
$152,060 goes under the heading 
of “barracks and quarters,” was tacked 
on to the War Department appropria- 
tion bill, as passed in the House, by the 
Senate Committee on Appropriations 
and reported to the Senate April 25. 
The total of the bill, with the increase, 
is $456,695,864. 

The housing question was the chief 
concern of the Senate committee and 
drew a long discussion from Gen. C. P. 
Summerall, Chief of Staff, who ob- 
jected to a House provision that in- 
cluded in the appropriation for build- 
ings “interior facilities, necessary serv- 
ice connections to water, sewer, gas 
and electric mains, sidewalks, drive- 
ways, grading and seeding lawns, and 
similar improvements.”

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Press Sees Early Ratification of Treaty--- Warns Against Too Hasty Action 





ALTHOUGH practically the entire American press believes that the naval 
limitation treaty signed in London last week will be ratified by the Senate, 

a marked division of opinion exists as to the advisability of prompt action on 
the matter. A large number of newspaper editors accept the statement of the 
President and of the delegates that we have obtained parity and declare for imme- 
diate ratification, to set an example for other nations and show our whole- 
’ hearted support of the treaty. Others, however, though in the minority, desire 
that the Senate make a thorough study of the pact to insure that we are getting 
what we are supposed to. 
With President Hoover pressing for approval by the Senate at this session, and 
taking into consideration the fact that Senators Borah and Robinson have ex- 
pressed their satisfaction at the results in London, the consensus seems to be 
that the Senate will ratify the treaty before adjournment this June. 


“THERE is bound to be a difference of opinion over the London treaty,” states 

the Fargo (N. D.) Forum (Republican). “Mr. Hoover represents the extreme 
pacifists in that he accepts the tonnage figures as they are written into the 
agreement and looks no further. . . . This, then, is the pacific view, the senti- 
mental way of looking. at it. But there is also a realistic and skeptical view, 
and it has its place im any discussion of the issue. It is the view that will play 
an important part in Senate consideration of the treaty. . . . Adcording to this 
view, we get no parity. . . . And there is much merit in the argument, just as 
there is much merit in Mr. Hoover’s contentions.” 


‘THE Chicago News (Independent), on the other hand, warns-us against pre- 

mature action without proper study, declaring: “In some quarters, from which 
commonly emanate intelligent views, doubts have been raised both as to the 
genuineness of the naval parity conceded by Great Britain to the United States 
and as to the adequacy of cruiser strength allotted to the American Navy. 
These doubts should be cleared: up with the aid of the country’s naval experts 
and every fair question raised by students of the treaties should be accorded 
proper consideration. 

“It is the duty and prerogative of the appropriate senatorial committees to 
‘scrutinize the pacts and satisfy themselves, as well as the nation, of their safety 
and soundness. If they require modification, the Senate has the right to suggest 
the necessary changes, and the national administration should welcome such 


suggestions.” 


REFERRING to the inquiry Senator Hale proposes to make into the treaty in 
his own committee, the Washington Post (Independent) says: “The inquiry 
should be made, by all means. . . . Although the chief purpose of the treaty is 
to promote international confidence and good will, it is essentially a naval agree- 
ment, and it is proper that the Senate should know exactly what the United 
States is asked to contribute to the cause of international good will through 
naval limitation. . . . Assuming that the treaty is a fair adjustment of naval 
relations, which can be quickly determined, the advantage of ratification can 
not be denied. . . . Whether the pact be approved or rejected, there must be

: HE Senate doubtless will give special attention to the implications involved 

in the new treaty, and to that end committee hearings will be held,” states 
the Easton (Pa.) Express (Independent Democratic). “. . . Thus, if it should 
be found after searching inquiry that the three-power pact is not wholly satis. 
factory, reservations may save the situation. One of the strong arguments jg 
favor of a satisfactory treaty is that Congress would be disposed to go forward 
with necessary naval construction up to the treaty level, free from the pacifist 
and internationalist agitation.” 


G@PEAKING of President Hoover’s desire to have the treaty ratified as soon ag 

possible, the Pasadena Star-News (Republican) says: “He will press for 
ratification before the final adjournment of Congress, which is set for about 
June 1. President Hoover does not expect to encounter serious opposition in 
the Senate to the agreement. A few Senators may attempt to block the ratificg. 
tion. But the President believes the overwhelming sentiment in the Senate, as 
well as throughout the country, 1s favorable to ratification.” 


“TF Senator Borah ‘stays put’ the fight for the naval limitation pact in the 

Senate is half won,” commends the Davenport (Iowa) Times (Republican), 
“Mr. Borah has indicated that he will support the treaty. But Mr. Borah’s 
instability is traditional. Before the pact finally is acted upon, he may find 
plenty of reason for opposing it.”

Roosevelt Favors Pay Raise 


FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT, for- 
mer Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy and now Governor of the State 
of New York, has expressed himself 
in favor of increased pay for the serv- 
ices. 

In a letter to Lt. Comdr. W. I. Lehr- 
feld, USN, Governor Roosevelt states: 
“As a citizen thoroughly acquainted 
with the.problems which daily confront 
officers of the Army and Navy with 
respect to their maintenance, I am in 
sincere sympathy and accord with any 
measure or activity which may lead to 
more adequate compensation for the 
services such officers render to the 
United States.” 

Governor Roosevelt makes it plain 
that this statement does not come 
from him officially, but as a private 
citizen, to avoid any misunderstanding 
that he is interfering with a matter 
not coming under his jurisdiction. 

Daily, the tide of public support to 
the pay movement grows greater, edi- 
torials, letters, and resolutions continue 
to flow in from all sections of the coun- 
try.

Study Navy Treaty 
(Continued from First Page) 
only the briefest of letters merely ask- 
ing “The advice and consent of the 
Senate” to ratification, he has assured 
senators privately that he endorses and 
will sponsor provisions for building up 
to Treaty strength. It is expected in 


some quarters that at a later date he 
will express himself openly and un- 
equivocably as favoring a comprehen- 
sive program of new construction and 
replacement, particularly with refer- 
ence to the new cruisers and subma- 
rines. 

Senator Robinson has decided views 
on the subject and offers a sound sug- 
gestion. Declaring that it would be 
a “wholesome proceedure” for the Na- 
tion, he advocated a Congressional ap- 
propriation of aproximately $100,000,- 
000 each year, over a period of years 
and a carefully worked out program 
that would give this country the Navy 
permitted under the terms of the agree- 
ment. It is forecast that he will advo- 
cate this before the committee. and 
fight for it on the floor of the Senate. 

While lively sessions are predicted 
in the Naval committee hearings, there 
seems little likelihood of any particu- 
lar fireworks. Rear Adm. Jones and 
other members of the General Board 
will no doubt express again their be- 
lief in the supremacy of the 8-inch 
gun ship and its vital importance to 
our Navy. It is not to be expected 
that the signing of the treaty has al- 
tered the views of our naval experts 
nor that they will reverse themselves 
at the hearings. It will probably be 
brought out also just how much was 
conceded by our delegation and just 
how badly the 5-5-3 ratio has been 
upset. 

On the other hand Adm. Pratt and 
other officers will give their views on 
this and other technical problems, so 
that in the end the committee and the 
public as well will probably have a 
better apreciation of the relative uses 
and values of the different types. 

As a matter of fact the all impor- 
tant thing, provided the Treaty is ap- 
proved, is to get the new ships and 
whatever the merits of the 8-inch gun 
and 6-inch gun ship, they are both 
vital and the number provided for must 
be built, if, as Senator Robinson put 
it, America is not to abandon her po- 
sition as a naval power. 

It is considered extremely likely that 
the Naval Committee will accompany 
its findings with strong recommenda- 
tions for the immediate inauguration of 
a long term building program.

(Continued from First Page) 
figures representing “Sales and Traf- 
fic,” “Accounts and Collections,” “Cir- 
culation,” “Advertising,” “Editorial and 
Art,” and “Production.” Finally, down 
at the bottom are squares representing 
the individual publications, individually 
incorporated, with squares below them 
representing the associations. This 
chart, it is explained, is not final, but 
is in the formulative stage and sub- 
ject to changes. 

So far only one of the associations 
is definitely in on the proposition and 
that is the Infantry association and 
its publication. Maj. John W. Lang, 
an Infantry officer now assigned as of 
the War Department General Staff and 
chief of the War Department press re- 
lations, and Maj. T. B. Catron, of the 
office of the chief of Infantry, both 
are active in the affairs of the asso- 
ciation and its relationship with the 
new comers. Maj. Catron long has 
advocated such a consolidation. Maj. 
C. C. Benson, Cav., assigned to the 
War College, also is much interested 
in the project. 

Leaders in the new enterprise are 
Col. Paul S. Bond, CE-ret., and Mr. 
Edwin H. Crouch, formerly a captain 
of Infantry. Their offices are in the 
Infantry Building. 

It is agreed that a great deal of ad- 
vertising can be gotten which would 
inure to the profit of the National Serv- 
ice company, made up of leaders in 
the movement, and, it is planned, the 
associations also will share. Civilians 
are employed by the main corporation 
to carry on the publishing business, 
but at the same time it is insisted 
that the real control will remain, as 
it is at present, with the regular of- 
ficers. These are to be assigned as 
hitherto to duty with the general staff 
or one of the headquarters, but devote 
their time as in the past to editing 
the sections of the combined maga- 
zine and to pushing the interest of the 
publication. 

The following statement, under the 
title “Plan for an affiliation of the Serv- 
ice Journals” was issued by Col. Bond 
Thursday evening from his office in 
the Infantry Building: 

Col. Bond’s Statement 

“In March, 1930, the U. S. Infantry 
Association, in collaboration with the 
National Service Publishing Company 
organized a corporation known as “The 
Infantry Journal, Inc.’ 

“The Infantry Journal, Inc., will pub- 
lish the Infantry Journal, secure ad- 
vertising for it, conduct its business 
affairs, and sell military books and sup- 
plies, carrying on all the business 
formerly conducted by the U. S. In- 
fantry Association. 

“The first issue of the Infantry Jour- 
nal under the new plan has just ap- 
peared. 

“This is the first step in a plan that 
is gradually taking form, for a closer 
affiliation of the service journals. _ 
“A basic idea on which the plan is 
being worked out is that the business 
affairs of all the journals can be more 
economically and efficiently adminis- 
tered by utilizing in common the bus- 
iness services that will be furnished 
by the National Service Company to 
the corporations that will be formed to 
publish the various journals—a sep- 
arate corporation for each. This will 
insure a permanent and efficient busi- 
ness organization, and considerable 
economy, inasmuch as_ each journal, 
while retaining its individuality, can 
use many business services in common 
with all others. 

“Editorial Board” ‘ 

“It is also planned to organize an 
editorial board, consisting of the edi- 
tors of all the affiliated journals, to so- 
licit, select and edit articles of gen- 
eral military interest. Thus each jour- 
nal will include a ‘general section’ of 
articles of general military interest 
selected by the board of editors, and a 
‘special section’ devoted to the partic- 
ular interests of the service it repre- 
sents, and prepared solely by its own 
editor. os 
“Advertising will be solicited on a 
similar basis, to include general or na- 
tional advertising, to appear in all 
journals of the group, and special ad- 
vertising, to appear in one or more 
journals. ‘ 

“The idea of an affiliation of the 
service journals is by no means new. 
It has been proposed many times over 
a considerable period of years. The 
plan has never been carried out for 
the reason that an agency by means 
of which the affiliation could be real- 
ized, was lacking. Such an agency 
now exists in the National Service Co., 
a corporation engaged primarily in the 
publication of technical books, espec- 
ially military books, The National 
Service Co. is owned and controlled by 
former Army officers, intimately famil- 
iar with the problems involved. - Col.

“Details of the plan are being work- 
ed out in consultation with the edi- 
tors of the various journals who may 
be interested. When the plan has been 
perfected it will be formally presented 
to the various service associations or 
journals and they will be invited to 
participate, if they deem the plan ad- 
vantageous to themselves and for the 
general good. 


Explain Advantages 

“The advantages of this plan of af- 
filiation, as explained by its sponsors, 
are as follows: 

“By pooling certain of their interests 
and working together, instead of inde- 
pendently, the journals can realize 
many advantages, as follows: 

“a. Business management will be 
more stable and efficient. Uniformity 
of procedure and the utilization of serv- 
ices in common will also result in a 
considerable saving in cost of business 
management. 


“b. The editors of the journals will 
be relieved of many business details 
and can thus devote more time to the 
editing of their journals. 

“ce. A consolidated circulation de- 
partment, efficiently and systematically 
conducted, will increase the circulation 
of most or all of the journals, thereby 
increasing their spheres of usefulness. 


“d. A unified service for the sale 
of advertising will increase the adver- 
tising revenues on which the journals 
depend for their support. 

“e. If all the journals are printed 
in the same plant, more efficient, more 
reliable and cheaper printing service 
can be secured. 

“f. The various economies effected, 
and increased income will make possi- 
ble the production of better and more 
attractive journals. 

“g. The greatest advantage to the 
service at large will result from edi- 
torial collaboration. Each editor will 
have the advice and counsel of the edi- 
torial board on his own problems. Ex- 
change of views and mutual assistance 
will mean better editorial service. By 
pooling their resources in the procur- 
ing and publication of articles of gen- 
eral military interest it will be possible 
to obtain more and better articles of 
this class. 

“h. To summarize then, it is be- 
lieved that economy in business man- 
agement and production, and increased 
revenue, with editorial collaboration, 
will inevitably produce better journals, 
containing many excellent articles of 
general military interest. This, in 
turn, will better achieve the missions 
of the service journals in better serv- 
ing the interests of their own arms, 
and promoting mutual understanding

Whereas there is no field of public 
service where pay schedules are so ob- 
solete, so full of complexities and of 
injustices which mean discouragement 
to those in the service and an unduly 
high rate of resignations to the great 
injury of the service, and 


Whereas since 1908 the average pay 
in these services has decreased 3 per 
cent while the average in Foreign Serv- 
ice has increased 175 per cent; in civil 
service (mech.) 153 per cent; in the 
Public Schools of the District of Co- 
lumbia 145 per cent; of assistant sec- 
retaries 111 per cent; of post office 
inspectors 92 per cent; of civil service 
(clerical) 87 per cent; of the judiciary 
62 per cent; of members of Congress 
33 per cent; and of Cabinet members 
25 per cent, and 

Whereas existing pay schedules in 
the services mentioned in the first para- 
graph of this resolution are based upon 
the value of the dollar 20 years ago; 
with a private in the Army receiving 
$21 a month and a second lieutenant 
who must be a college or military acad- 
emy graduate receiving $143 a month; 
the private becoming perhaps a master 
sergeant at about $157 a month and 
the second lieutenant becoming per- 
haps a colonel at about $6,400 a year, 
after careers which are difficult, dan- 
gerous and involving great social and 
financial responsibilities, with promo- 
tion coming roughly about every eight 
years only, and 

Whereas it is impossible for those 
in the service under existing pay sched- 
ules to maintain a home and rear fam- 
ilies in the surroundings enjoyed by

Chaplain Starts Clinic 


AN Army chaplain recently had a 

clinic established for children of 
the enlisted personnel of his post. A 
specialist in nose and throat diseases 
not being available there, the chaplain, 
cooperating with the post surgeon and 
with the sanction of his commanding 
officer, arranged with a skilled civilian 
specialist from an adjacent city to vis- 
it the post weekly for nose throat op- 
erations.

LANS have been made for the 
preparation of the flash and sound 

ranging activities of the Field Artil- 

lery so that it may be readily exnand- 
ible in time of emergency. At present 
there is only one active flash and sound 
ranging battery in the Regular Army; 
that is Battery “A,” 1st Observaticn 
Battalion, stationed at Ft. Bragg, N. C. 
A detachment of this battery is now 


marching to Ft. Sill, Okla., to demon- 
strate the installation and operation 
of sound ranging equipment at the 
Field Artillery School. 

In order to be prepared to expand 
our flash and sound ranging activities 
promptly in case of war, the Field Ar- 
tillery is organizing six additional Ob- 
servation Battalions in the Organized 
Reserves as follows: 

314th Obs. Bn., FA, in ist Corps 
Area; 315th Obs. Bn., FA, in 1st Corps 
Area; 316th Obs. Bn., FA, in 4th Corps

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APARTMENTS SUGGESTED TO END “GOUGING” AT ANNAPOLIS 

i apartment building to cost $650,000 and to house 300 families was proposed 

. A to the House this week and advocated by members of the Board of Visitors 
of the United States Naval Academy as the best method of preventing alleged 
“rent gouging” of officers at Annapolis. Construction of the building would be 
paid for in 10 years, the members of the committee estimated in testimony be- 
fore a subcommittee of the Naval Affairs Committee on Friday, May 1. 

While the committee seemed to believe an apartment structure would be the 
most expedient form of housing, it was proposed as an alternative that cottages 
be built to house the same number of persons. : 

Officers at Annapolis are paying something like $24 above the rental sum 
allowed them by the government, it was brought out at the hearing, and in the 
case of ensigns the amount runs to $36. A report, embodying the recommenda- 
tions set forth in the bill, was to go to President Hoover Friday. ; 

The step is regarded as a radical one, brought about by the operations of real 
estate manipulators at Annapolis, who are alleged to have jockeyed themselves 
into a position where they have the officers virtually at their mercy. On the com- 
mittee in charge of the housing venture, called by the board of visitors a “housing 
commission,” would be the Secretary of the Navy, Secretary of the Treasury, and 
other persons. Details of the enterprise have not been worked out yet, but it 
is not contemplated that government funds would be used to finance the project, 
the money to come instead from a direct payment by the government of the 
officers’ rental allowance to the housing commission. It was estimated that in 
this manner the amount of original expenditure, placed at $650,000, would be re- 
tired in 10 years’ time. A 

The bill calling for the formation of such a commission was introduced by 
Rep. Royal C. Johnson of South Dakota, and the hearing was held on it Friday 
because of the fact that members of the Board of Visitors were in Washington 
yor were able to appear before the committee without inconveniencing them- 
selves. 

Those who appeared included Rep. Johnson, Rep. John W. Evans of Mon- 
tana, Rep. Edgar Howard of Nebraska, Warren Kearney of New Orleans, Leroy 
T. Vernon of Washington, Joshua Green of Seattle and H. Gerrish Smith of New 
York, the latter associated with the Bethlehem Steel Corporation. 





GEN. CROSBY WINS ADMIRATION AS DISTRICT COMMISSIONER 
(POSED, before his appointment, in many quarters as a “military man,” 

Maj. Gen. Herbert Grosby, formerly chief of Cavalry, has been making a 
marked impression upon the people of Washington, D. C., where he is now one 
of the three District Commissioners who run the city government. 

One step which has won the public’s admiration has been Gen. Crosby’s 
warning to the police force, which comes under his jurisdiction, that courtesy 
will be the keynote of his administration and that in the relations of the police 
with the public courtesy will be rewarded and discourtesy punished. Another 
move which the press of the city has praised is Gen. Crosby’s effort to cut 
the government red tape and keep in the service of the city William Tindall, 
a beloved employee, who has reached retirement age. The harsh words and 
mumblings against a “military man” which were rampant before, have entirely 
disappeared. 





CONGRESSMEN CORRECT COMPTROLLER GENERAL’S INTERPRETATION 
HEN Congress passed the Merchant Marine Act a clause was inserted 
in the bill that loans made by the government for the construction of mer- 

chant vessels should be at a low rate of interest, except during “inactive” 

periods when a rate of not less than 5% per cent was to be charged. Obviously 
the intent of this, as of the entire act, was to encourage the building and 
actual operation of merchafit vessels. 

However, the Comptroller General placed a different interpretation on 
this “inactive” period and determined that the time when the vessel is under 
construction falls within that category. So Congress is now straightening him 
out, the House having passed such a measure and the Senate Committee on 
Commerce reported it favorably. The House bill specifies that a rate of not 
less than 3% per cent shall be charged during the period of “construction and 
operation.” The Senate committee report, speaking of the Comptroller Gen- 
eral’s ruling says, “Manifestly, this is not the intent of the original law, since 
the period of construction is the time when help is most needed and most 
appropriate.” d 

Incidentally, we wonder if the Comptroller General ever visited a ship yard 
or a navy yard while a vessel was under construction? It is hardly likely 
he would have called it “inactive.” 





EXTEND LIFE OF TR-300-5, ANTIAIRCRAFT COMBAT 

UPON RECOMMENDATION of the Chief of Infantry, the War Department 

has decided that an additional year will be given to the test of Ten- 
tative Training Regulations 300-5, Antiaircraft Combat. Although valuable 
information was secured on the past year’s work, it is not believed that the 
training was sufficiently extensive to warrant the drawing of definite conclu- 
sions as a basis for a revision of the regulations. The memorandum dis- 
tributed by The Adjutant General extends the period of test an additional year 
and calls for a report from regimental commanders at the end of this: period, 
setting forth their experiences and their recommendations for training in anti- 
aircraft combat. : ; 

The reports covering antiaircraft practice during 1929 have furnished much 
interesting information on the subject of antiaircraft combat. They indicate 
that the regulations in general are sound and are adequate as a guide for 
training Infantry to combat aircraft. There were submitted a number of con- 
structive criticisms, suggestions, and recommendations which will prove ex- 
tremely useful in revising the regulations. 





SERVICE COUNTRY CLUB TO BUILD ADDITION TO CLUBHOUSE 

HE board of governors of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps Country Club 

has authorized the construction of an addition to the present clubhouse which 
will virtually double the present facilities. The club, conveniently located in 
nearby Virginia, has become so popular with the service folk stationed in and 
around Washington and visiting there that the present quarters have been taxed 
to the utmost. The addition will be built in the form of a wing on the north side 
of the present building. It will cost approximately $12,000 and be 54 by 56 
feet. There will be a large porch on the east side overlooking the number 1 
tee on the golf course. A large dining room will be included and it is planned 
to convert the present dining room into a club lounge. Construction will begin 
within ten days and be completed in about 60 days. 

., The committee which has been working with the Army and Navy Club in the 
city on a proposed merger reported to the board that it was unable to formulate 
& workable agreement at this time. It was decided to postpone for at least five 
years further consideration of a merger. The present arrangement permitting 


members of one club to join the other at reduced initiation fee will be continued 
until further notice.

SEN. BLAINE HAS PLAN.TO CUT COST OF NATIONAL DEFENSE 

GENATOR JOHN J. BLAINE, Republican, of Wisconsin, is studying a plan 

to materially cut down the cost of national defense, he revealed sor 
terday. He is compiling data and expects to bring the matter before the Sen-_ 
ate when the Army appropriation bill is brought up. Just what his plan is, 
he refuses to divulge until he has worked the project into more definite form, 
and has gotten all his material together. At present it is in a more or less 
nebulous state, he states. 

His proposal does not contemplate a reduction in the officer strength of 
the Army, he said, an action which has been advanced by several members of 
the House of Representatives. Neither is his plan based on the Army General 
‘Staff report, he admitted. 





LAGUARDIA BACKS DOWN ON BRIBERY CHARGES 
(CHARGES OF BRIBERY in connection with the proposed promotion of Brig. 
Gen. Herbert Deakyne made by Representative LaGuardia on the floor of 
the House last Friday have been tacitly retracted by the New York Repre- 
sentative. LaGuardia, in protesting against the inclusion of a measure in the 
Rivers and Harbors bill, making Gen. Deakyne a major general upon his re- 
tirement stated “that is not legislation, that is bribery.” 

Though refusing to talk about the matter afterward Mr. LaGuardia re- 
moved the statement quoted above from the report of the debate in the Con- 
gressional Record. 

Chairman Dempsey, of the Committee on Rivers and Harbors, explained to 
the House that the Committee had unanimously voted to place the provision 
promoting Gen. Deakyne in the bill, as a reward for “his valuable and faithful 
service” as representative of the War Department before them. It was pointed 
out that Gen. Deakyne, as Assistant Chief of Engineers, does not pass on projects 
recommended by the War Department, this being the prerogative of his superior 
officers. 

In answer to the question of Representative McSwain, Mr. Dempsey ad- 
mitted that such a measure as was proposed would normally come before the 
Military Affairs Committee, but stated that the Committee felt it was an 
unusual case and though perhaps a little out of order, in no sense 
all the objection that had been advanced. He said he could cite numerous 
precedents for the action. Upon a vote, however, the section was stricken 
from the bill.

GERGT. CHESTER A. DAVIS, USMC, 
has been awarded the Navy Cross 
for his vigorous campaign against ban- 
dits in a remote district of Nicaragua 
which, in the words of the citation, 
“enabled the peaceful inhabitants to 
harvest their coffee crop and market it 
without being molested.” 

Davis, who is serving as a lieutenant 
in the native Guardia Nacional of Nica- 
ragua, was in command of the Guardia 
detachment at San Jose de Telpaneca 
at a time when the small coffee plant- 
ers of the region were being harassed 
by armed bandits and were in danger 
of losing their entire crop which was 
their only source of revenue. In re- 
sponse to their appeals, Davis waged 
energetic warfare against bandits who 
were far superior in numbers to his 
own force, throughout the months of 
May and June, 1929. 

“During this period,” according to 
his citation, “he was ambushed by a 
vastly superior force of bandits. By 
a display of extraordinary courage and 
remarkable qualities of leadership he 
successfully led his troops in an as- 
sault on the bandit position, defeating 
and routing them.” 

Sergt. Davis was born at Salem, 
Mass., January 23, 1887. He is the 
son of Mrs. Margaret Davis, of 4 Lib- 
He is still on 
duty with the Guardia Nacional in 
Nicaragua. 

Davis served with the Army during 
the World War and was decorated with 
the Distinguished Service Cross for 
heroism at St. Mihiel.

NEARLY 50 per cent of the enlisted 

men in the Naval Communication 
Reserve are residents of the Ninth 
Naval District, the latest communica- 
tion bulletin reveals. As of Jan. 1, 
1930, the number of men carried in 
Class V-3 of the Naval Reserve totaled 
1373, a gain of 500 in the calendar 
year 1929. Since the first of the year 
about 200 enlistments have been made, 
bringing the strength of the class up 
to over 1,500, about half of which 
are from the Middle West. 

The growth of Class V-3 has been 
rapid. From only 164 men enlisted 
on Jan. 1, 1926, the number of radio- 
men nearly doubled during that year, 
reaching 300 the first day of 1927. 
Progress during 1927 slowed up, show- 
ing only a 52 increase in strength. The 
figure jumped to 872 by Jan. 1, 1929, 
and should reach nearly to 2,000 by 
Jan., 1931. Allowed strength for Class 
V-3 is 6,810.

Navy Public Work 


ALTHOUGH nearly two weeks have 
elapsed. since the measure was 


. passed by the House, no conclusion has 


been reached by the conferees, Senators 
Hale, Oddie, Shortridge, Swanson, 
Trammel, and Representatives Wood- 
ruff, Darrow and Vinson. A meeting 
was held Wednesday, but little was 
done, mainly because of the peculiar 
way in which the bill went through the 
House. 

What was done was that everything 
in the Senate bill was struck out fol- 
lowing the enactment clause and the 
House bill as amended substituted, and 
this procedure makes it necessary, 
technically, that the House again pass 
the bill, if a compromise is reached. 
No date had been set for further con- 
sideration late yesterday. 

The House on April 21 unanimously 

passed the Navy Public Works bill. 

Upon the motion of Representative 
Collins, of Mississippi, the authoriza- 
tion for a small floating dry dock at 
San Diego was stricken from the bill, 
and the amount to be spent for new 
commandant’s quarters at the naval 
base in the Canal Zone was cut from 
$35,000 to $15,000, when Representa- 
tive French, chairman of the sub-com- 
mittee on naval appropriations, ob- 
jected. 

On April 7, the Senate passed S. 549, 
which was similar to H. R. 1192 as re- 
ported to the House, with the exception 
that the House bill contains a provision 
allowing the leasing of the floating dry 
dock at New Orleans for a period of 
10 years. The three items on which 
the two houses disagree will be dis- 
posed of in conference. 

Over $2,000,000 is to be spent 
at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, 
$1,700,000 being allotted to waterfront 
and harbor development, $100,000 for 
officers quarters, and $290,000 for other 
construction at the submarine base. 
The naval air station will receive a new 
hangar at a cost of $224,000 and a tor- 
pedo storage plant costing $25,000. 

Bachelor officers’ quarters will be 
built at the naval air station, Coco 
Solo, at a cost of $120,000, as well as 
an aircraft-overhaul shop costing $90,- 
000: Other projects in the Canal Zone 
are: Naval base, commandant’s quar- 
ters cut to $15,000 by the amendment, 
and officers’ quarters, $58,000; sub- 
marine base, Coco Solo, officers’ quar- 
ters, $240,000. 

The projects at San Diego are as 
follows: Naval training station mess 
hall and galley, for enlisted men, $173,- 
500, and barracks for enlisted men, 
$348,000; naval air station, metal air- 
craft structure shop, $130,000; gymna- 
sium and welfare building, $150,000; 
seven land-plane hangars, $275,000. 

Mare Island Navy Yard under the 
bill will receive $195,000 for barracks 
and mess hall for submarine crews, and 
a $240,000 battery storage and over- 
haul building. At the Puget Sound 
Navy Yard the projects are as follows: 
Accessories and crane, $1,310,000; 
equipment house, $100,000; storehouse, 
$125,000. The Philadelphia Navy Yard 
will be allotted dry dock equipment 
costing $10,000. . : 

An administration building will be 
built at the naval air station at Hamp- 
ton Roads costing $200,000 and a $600,- 
000 barracks and mess hall is provided 
for the training station. Construction 
at Anacostia will total $300,000, con- 
sisting of a new heating plant, offices, 
barracks and mess hall. Lakehurst will 
receive quarters for married officers 


r costing $90,000, a $200,000 gas cell 


shop and storage building, and a $250,- 
000 barracks. The Norfolk Navy Yard 
gets $65,000 for additional land and 


An allottment of $1,450,000 for bar- 
racks and roads at Quantico is made, 
as well as $500,000 for grading the 
flying field. Other expenditures au- 
thorized at Quantico are $35,000 for 
the laying of underground wires, and 
$15,000 for additional land for the 
aviation field. 

Authorization to acquire a site for 
the naval air station at Sumay and the 
naval station at Piti, Guam, is con- 
tained in the bill. For this purpose 
$9,000 is provided. The Secretary of 
the Navy is authorized to dispose of 
the former naval hospital at Key West 
and former radio station at Marshfield, 
Oregon, and to exchange certain land 
in San Diego and in Boston harbor.

NR Courtesy Cards Ready 


SUPPLY of “United States Naval 
Reserve Courtesy Cards” are 
being forwarded to the Commandants 
of all Naval Districts, to be issued 
to reserve officers as a means of en- 
couraging more frequent visits to ships 
and stations ef the Navy. 

The cards will be mounted in a leath- 
erette folder and will contain the 
photograph of the reserve officer, the 
signature of the officer and the Com- 
mandant of the District, and the of- 
ficial seal of the Department.

Appointments to USNR 


i order that it may be possible to 

keep in close touch with experienced 
personnel, appointments of former 
naval officers to the Naval Reserve are 
allowed in the ranks held when they 
were honorably separated from the 
Navy, but not above lieutenant com- 
mander, the Bureau of Navigation an- 
nounced this week. 

These officers are given the date of 
precedence which they held in the reg- 
ular Navy, provided their complete ap- 
plication and report of physical exami- 
nation are received within four months 
of their separation from the service. 
The physical examination given at the 
time of resignation is acceptable if it 
is reported on Medicine and Surgery 
Form Y. There has been much mis- 
understanding on this point as the phy- 
sical examination given on separation 
from the service is often only recorded 
as a notation on the health record of 
the officer concerned. This in insuf- 
ficient for issuing an appointment in 
the Naval Reserve. A flight physical 
examination is also required in case of 
a candidate for aviation duties. Ap- 
plications are always made to the com- 
mandant of the naval district in which 
the officer resides. 





- Against USNR Age Limit 


F;;STABLISHMENT of an upper age 
limit for officers of the Naval Re- 
serve is impracticable at the present 
time in the opinion of the Bureau of 
Navigation, because of the failure to 
date, to solve the problem of procure- 
ment of young officers. 

The question was discussed at great 
length at the convention of reserve of- 
ficers held in the Bureau some time 
ago, as it was felt that the setting 
up of an age limit for officers in the 
various grades would relieve conges- 
tion in promotion and would eliminate 
certain officers too old to be used ef- 
fectively on sea duty. In this con- 
nection it was found that the average 
age of captains in the Fleet Naval 
Reserve is a few months over 52 years, 
and that the average age of both com- 
manders and lieutenant commanders 
is fifty years. Lieutenants average 
37 years of age, jgs, nearly 34, while 
ensigns average over 29 years. 

For officers in the Special Service 
and staff of the Volunteer Reserve the 
Bureau feels that an upper age re- 
quirement is of no particular impor- 
tance. In the case of Volunteer Re- 
serve deck, engineering and aviation 
officers it was pointed out that the 
quotas are by no means filled. The 
same problem of procurement exists 
in the Fleet Reserve. 

High hopes are entertained by the 
Bureau that Naval ROTC graduates 
will solve the problem, to some extent. 





No More Applications 

PPLICATIONS for aviation train- 

ing of enlisted personnel have been 
forwarded to the Bureau of Navigation 
in such numbers that further requests 
for training will not be considered. In 
a recent circular letter sent to all ships 
and stations, the forwarding of poms 
cations for aviation pilot training is 
ordered discontinued and it is stated 
that all such requests received after 
April 30 will be returned. 

Applications now on file in the Bu- 
reau are being retained for future con- 
sideration, the letter states. Selections 
from among applications now on file 
depend upon future needs of the service 
for training men to become aviation 
pilots. 
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Trees At Great Lakes 


A DESCRIPTION of a visit to the 


Great Lakes Naval Training Sta- 
tion is contained in an article in the 
current issue of the Agricultura Lead- 
ers’ Digest. The author, L. E. Saw- 
yer, points out how the beauty of the 
reservation is enhanced by the large 
number and large variety of trees on 
the grounds. 

Among the original species found at 
Great Lakes are basswood, hickory, 
willow, red and white oaks, hard and 
soft maples, black walnut and black 
cherry, most of which are only found 
now in the ravines running back from 
Lake Michigan.

Ort OF THE DEBATE in the House last week on the Navy promotion bill, 

there emerges clearly the fact of general congressional recognition of 
the necessity of increasing the pay of the services and reorganizing their pro- 
motion systems. It is evident there is a considerable body in the House opposed 
to action on the promotion bills until the pay question is determined, and 
there are some in fact who hold the two proposals go hand in hand and should 
be settled simultaneously. The Joint Pay Commission has nothing whatever 
to do with promotion, and the regular Military and Naval Affairs Committees 
have nothing to do with pay. 





r IS NOT AT ALL unlikely members of the Military and Naval Committees 

will insist that the report of the Pay Commission be referred to them when 
submitted in order that the recommendations may be applied in connection with 
promotion. We would regret such action. In the first place, the two problems 
are separate and distinct. Each should be determined upon its own merits. 
Again, if they are intermingled, it will mean delay, and delay will affect further 
the morale. It is our understanding of national as well as congressional senti- 
ment that action must be taken to reestablish efficiency, and as we have re- 
peatedly stated contentment is the solution. 





CONGRESS ALREADY has expressed by the creation of the Pay Commis- 

“ sion its view that pay is separate from promotion. If it had thought other- 
wise, it would have referred both problems to that body. In our judgment, there- 
fore, there is no justification for the suggestion to refer the report of the Pay 
Commission to the committees concerned. That report will represent the de- 
liberate opinion of the representatives of the two Houses. It should be acted 
on and not sent to committees to be mulled over and modified as differing views 
may insist. The promotion bills likewise should be handled as they have been 
handled. Any other course can be accepted as a means subterraneously to 
défeat the will of the people. 





HERE WILL BE a fight against ratification of the London disarmament 
Treaty, led by Senators Hale and Johnson. Three .points especially will 
be the subject of attack, first the surrender by the United States of equality 
in the Far East; second, determination of the size and character of the American 
Navy by France or Italy and not by the American people, and third, construc- 
tion of cruisers which are of comparatively slight value to this country, When 
the Washington treaties were negotiated Japan was content with the ratio 
then accorded her, particularly in view of the abandonment of bases by this 
government in the Philippines and at Guam. As a result of her clever tactics 
at London, she has achieved preponderant strength in the Extreme Orient. 
The London Treaty provides that in case another power not party to the 
limitation clauses of the Treaty, starts to build, Great Britain can do like- 
wise to the extent she determines, and her sole obligation is to inform the 
United States of her intended action. To maintain parity, this government 
must adopt a construction program similar to that of the British. Thus, if 
France lays down ships of a new type or a number of ships of types in exist- 
ence, and Great Britain finds that such action calls for an increase of her fleet, 
the United States must follow suit. We are not sure this provision of the 
‘lreaty will appeal to the Senate. It may be clarified, but, of course, the Ad- 
ministration will make a determined effort to prevent any reservations, even 
of a clarifying character. 





HERE SEEMS TO be a conflict of action between the Senate Naval Com- 
mittee and the corresponding committee of the House in connection with 
the London Treaty. Congressman Britten, chairman of the House Committee, 
has introduced a bill for the construction of the small cruisers which the treaty 
authorizes. This bill will be referred to the committee, and it will hold hear- 
ings thereon. Secretary Adams, Admiral Pratt, Admiral Hepburn, and members 
of the General Board will be called to give testimony. It is no secret that there 
is no intention on the part of the Committee to report favorably the bill. The 
purpose of the hearing is to show the unwisdom of appropriating for ships 
that cannot render satisfactory service in return for. their cost. 





(THE SENATE CONTENDS the House has no authority to investigate at this 

time in view of the fact that the Treaty has not been ratified. After rati- 
fication the question of action to carry out its terms will then be proper. The 
question now pending is whether or not the Senate shall give its consent to 
the Treaty. ln order that the Senate may determine its own course, it is 
argued its naval committee should hear first the Naval Officers the House Com- 
mittee contemplates calling. There is some talk of an order from the President 
forbidding naval officers to appear, but if anything of the kind should be done 
Wwe may expect a resolution from the committee concerned to its own House 
requiring designated officers to testify. In this case, conflict between the legis- 
a = executive branches of the Government will not prove helpful to 
ratification.

the Wurzbach bill, H. R. 11590, 
ree Secretary Davison states that 
ae +s opposed to it “as it is desirable 
~ void having able-bodied citizens in 
mat rime of life living at the expense 
of the Government without rendering 
service in return.” 

Under the terms of the bill enlisted 
men of the Army, Navy, or Marine 
Corps, with 25 years’ service, could be 
retired with three-quarters pay, plus 
allowances totaling $15.75 per month. 
This reduces the longevity requirement 
from 30 years. Allowances would re- 
main the same. 

A further reason given by the De- 
partment for not favoring the bill is 
that it would deprive the Government 
of five years’ service from a man at a 
time when, because of his long experi- 
ence, he is giving most valuable 
service. 

Extracts from Mr. Davison’s letter 
follows: 

“The minimum age of enlistment is 
18 years and many men enlist at about 
that age. The result of authorizing re- 
tirement with 25 years’ service would 
pe to add to the retired list many men 
about 48 years old who would render 
no further service for the retired pay 
and allowances they would receive. It 
js desirable from every public stand- 
point, financial, industrial, and moral, 
to avoid having able-bodied citizens in 
the prime of life living at the expense 
of the Government without rendering 
service in return. 


“Few, if any, enlisted men who serve 
for 25 years will remain in the lower 
grades where the duties to be perform- 
ed require that the individual shall be 
at a high state of vigor. With increased 
length of service there comes, as a rule, 
promotion to the higher grades, where 
responsibilities increase yet require- 
ments for arduous duties tend to di- 
minish. Men who have served for 25 
years, generally speaking, are of the 
average age of 47. They are well 
fitted, through experience and training, 
to render most valuable services to the 
Government in the grades in which 
they find themselves after such length 
of service and to deprive the Govern- 
ment of five years of their service by 
placing them on the retired list would 
not be to the best economical interests 
of the military service.- Throughout 
civil occupations 30 years has appa- 
rently been regarded as the minimum 
number of years of active service prior 
to being retired.” 


As yet, no report from the Navy 
Department has been asked for by the 
Military Affairs Committee. 





Change Glove Allowance 


ALLOWANCE of white cotton dress 

gloves for mounted enlisted men 
has been reduced from four pair on en- 
listment, and three pair each during 
the second and third years have been 
changed to two pairs at enlistment and 
one pair each during the second and 
third years. The reduction is made be- 
cause the mounted soldiers have 
leather gloves for mounted formation 
(for which use of the white gloves is 
not authorized), and have less dis- 
mounted formation than the dis- 
mounted troops, whose allowance re- 
mains unchanged. 


Gratuitous issue will be made to 
those who enlisted before the first of 
this year of three pairs to dismounted 
and two pairs to mounted men having 
more than six months to serve of the 
first year of their current enlistment, 
and two pairs to all of both classes 
with less service in their first year.

PRIORITY LIST of sixty —" 

of construction at the various sta- 
tions of the Navy was submitted to the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs 
this week at the request of Chairman 
Britten. The list was compiled by the 
board for development of navy yard 
plans after considermg the recom- 
mendations of the bureaus and offices 
of the Navy Department. The total 
cost of the sixty items would be $20,- 
182,235. 

No steps have been taken by the 
Department to initiate legislation for 
the authorization of any of the items 
listed, nor has the list been submitted 
to the Director of the Budget. —

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ON THE RANGES 

















HE outdoor shooting season open- 
T ed officially on May 1, according 
to headquarters of the National Rifle 
Association. Officials of the Associa- 
tion assert that there are now 2,250 
rifle and pistol clubs in the United 
States, an increase of several hundred 
above last year’s total, indicating that 
the outdoor season this year will show 
more activity than ever before. 


The outdoor season naturally divides 
itself into three general sections. First 
come the State and regional matches 
fired shoulder-to-shoulder, such as the 
New England matches at Wakefield, 
Mass., the Northwestern matches at 
Camp Lewis, Wash., the Southwestern 
matches at Austin, Tex., and the proba- 
ble Southeastern matches at Montgom- 
ery, Ala. Another important class of 
matches includes preliminary events to 
determine who shall represent their re- 
spective States or organiations in the 
great national matches next Fall at 
Camp Perry, Ohio. Some of the States 
which will hold matches are California, 
Michigan, Illinois, Missouri, Oklahoma, 
Kansas, Washington, New Jersey, and 
New York. Practically all will hold 
some sort of competition in order to 
select national match teams. 


On the ranges of the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Camps and Citizens’ Mil- 
itary Training Camps throughout the 
country there will be many such elimi- 
nation events and the American Legion 
will also stage many local contests 
among those who wish to represent the 
tico, Va.; Parris Island, S. C.; Camp 
Perry. Legion matches will be held on 
the ranges at Wakefield, Mass.; Quan- 
tico, Va.;  arris Island, S. C.; Camp 
Beauregard, La.; Ft. Sheridan, IIl.; Ft. 
Riley, Kans.; San Diego, Calif., and 
Spokane, Wash. 

In addition, the N. R. A. will stage 
54 postal matches for rifle and pistol 
marksmen. [In the official N. R. A. 
program, the outdoor pistol matches 
are divided into three sections. The 
small-bore section includes 20 events 
ranging from the 50-yard tyro match, 
in which beginners will have their first 
chance to win N. R. A. medals, to such 
important contests as the individual 
free rifle and the long-range team 
Spring championship. All of the 
matches in this section will be fired 
with the .22 caliber rifle. Thirteen 
matches are scheduled in the high- 
power section. In these contests, the 
30 caliber rifle is used. 

The high-power matches include a 
number of unusual and colorful affairs, 
including the old individual Scheutzen 
match, which dates back to the days 
when Americans of German descent in 
all parts of the country used to gather 
at their Scheutzen Parks and bang 
away with rifles of every type and de- 
sign. Another unusual number is the 
Obsolete Rifle Interclub Spring Cham- 
pionship, inaugurated last year in an- 
swer to a demand for action by hun- 
dreds of men who had purchased old 
military arms at low cost. It gives 
them an opportunity to try out their 
Krags and other obsolete models in 
competition. 

The third section of the program is 
devoted to pistol and revolver matches, 
and includes several police events. 

In all of these matches, the contest- 
ants do their shooting on their home 
ranges in the presence of witnesses and 
targets are mailed to the headquarters 
of the Association in Washington. 

Newport (Special) — The Naval 
Training Station at Newport has been 
devoting considerable attention to 
small arms for some time, and all re- 
cruits trained there recently have had 
experience in firing Service types of 
minor caliber weapons. Since last 
July, 97.6 per cent of recruits at the 
Station have qualified on the indoor 
range; 90.8 per cent of them qualified 
4s marksmen on the outdoor range 
from July until that range was closed 
for the winter. All this has been ac- 
complished without serious interfer- 
ence with other activities required of 
recruits at the Station.

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Inquire Into Pressure Cookers 


THE Chief of Infantry, Maj. Gen. 

Stephen C. Fuqua, at the sugges- 
tion of Capt. Joseph L. Bachus, 28th 
Inf., of Ann Arbor, Mich., stationed at 
Ft. Ontario, has recommended that the 
possibility of providing the pressure- 
cooker idea on rolling kitchens be in- 
vestigated. 

The present rolling kitchen with 
which the ‘Army is equipped is not 
adapted for cooking while under way. 
Some time, therefore, must elapse upon 
arrival of the rolling kitchens before 
food can be prepared. At times, this 
condition results in confining the meal 
to foods which can be quickly cooked. 
The pressure-cooker of familiar com- 
mercial design with its clamped-down 
lid, pressure gauge, and safety valve 
can materially shorten the time of cook- 
ing. For instance, the pressure-cook- 
er can bake beans in 50 minutes where- 
as the ordinary cooking method re- 
quires 8 to 12 hours. Similarly, meats 
and vegetables can be cooked in from 
15 minutes to an hour, the longer 
period bring required for only the 
toughest meats. 

The Chief of Infantry has recom- 
mended that the pressure-cooker idea 
be embodied for experimentation in a 
newly-designed kitchen which is being 
made for test by the Infantry Board. 





Talks on Japan’s Army | 


Ft. Benning (Special)—Maj. Harry 
T. Creswell, of the Advanced Class, As- 
sistant Military Attache in Tokio from 
1924 to 1928, addressed his class and 
members of the faculty upon the sub- 
ject of the Japanese Army here on 
April 24. 

Maj. Creswell discussed the Japanese 
Army as it exists today, touching upon 
the present organization and present- 
ing its elements of strength and weak- 
ness, as contrasted with those of Euro- 
pean armies and our own. He pointed 
out that the principal difference be- 
tween the Japanese Army and those 
of the other great powers lay in its 
smaller number of automatic weapons 
and its emphasis on man power rather 
than fire power. 

Maj. Creswell spoke on the high 
morale which characterizes the Japan- 
ese Army and upon the methods em- 
ployed in the “training of the spirit” 
which makes the Japanese soldier the 
exceptional fighting man that he is.

AT the railroad consolidation plan 
of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission will affect the price of railroad

has been impossible for many officers 
and men to meet the financial require-

Whereas, the last comprehensive leg- 
islation covering the compensation of 
the military service was enacted in 
1908, since then the cost of living has 
increased 104 per cent, and 

Whereas, Government statistics fur- 
ther show that within this period of 
time the pay of employees in various 
departments of the Government service 
have been increased to meet changing 
economic conditions as follows:

Plan More USNA Entries 
A PROGRAM under which additional 

cadets would be appointed to the 

United States Naval Academy with a 
view to later service in the merchant 
marine and a proposal to group cargo 
ships not eligible for mail contracts 
into a reserve fleet which could serve 
as an auxiliary to the navy were among 
subjeets discussed at the Third Na- 
tional Conference on the Merehant Ma- 
rine, which closed in Washington last 
week. 

The matter of a national nautical 
school was also brought forward and 
a committee appointed to investigate 
its feasibility. 

The proposal to increase the cadet 
strength at Annapolis for the purpose 
of providing the merchant marine with 
thoroughly trained officers was ad- 
vanced by Capt. B. B. Libby, Wash- 
ington attorney, who dwelt at some 
length on its advantages. 

_ Summary of His Plan 

His plan, summarized, is as follows: 

Congressional increase of the appro- 
priation for the Naval Academy to per- 
mit appointment of five candidates in- 
stead of four from each Congressional 
District, and by appointment of Sen- 
ators, graduates not required by the 
Navy to be permitted to resign and 
enter the Merchant Marine. 

Advantages of this move were out- 
lined by Capt. Libby as follows: 

“Annapolis has now the plant, ves- 
sels and organized teaching personnel 
which would accommodate the 550 ad- 
ditional cadets which this plan contem- 
plates, so that the only new expense 
which would be assumed by the Gov- 
ernment would be an appropriation to 
cover the pay and subsistence of the 
additional cadets which would not much 
exceed $500,000. 

_“The Naval Academy course is con- 
sidered the equal of any technical 
school in the country, and the result 
would be that after a four-year period 
there would be a surplus in each grad- 
uating class of about 150 men avail- 
able for the merchant service, which 
would form a nucleus for the best edu- 
cated and best physically developed 
class of merchant marine officers in 
the world. 

“The trend as indicated by interna- 
tional naval conferences is that less of- 
ficers will eventually be required by 
the Navy and that the Merchant fleet 
will be a most important naval aux- 
iliary in time of war, and these factors 
will then increase the number of grad- 
uates available for service in the Mer- 
chant Marine and, at the same time, 
place on those vessels as a naval re- 
serve officers competent to perform 
naval duties in time of war.” 

Cargo Ships as Navy Aids 

The proposal to group all cargo ves- 
sels not eligible for mail contracts in 
a reserve fleet was contained in a re- 
port presented to the conference by

(Continued from First Page) 
contention before the committee was 
that such a restriction applied to Army 
buildings would be an undue assess- 
ment against the buildings and would 
not leave enough money to construct 
livable quarters. He cited the case of 
certain officers’ quarters that were 
buiit at Ft. Lewis, Wash., and de- 
clared that they furnished an example 
of what might be expected if the 
House’s phraseology were allowed to 
stand in the bill. 
“Undue Assessment” Seen 
Sen. Summerall said in part: 
“This language has been construed 
by the Judge Advocate General as re- 
quiring the War Department to pro- 


* vide within the limit of cost of each 


building, and as a part of the cost of 
each officers’ quarters, all of the facili- 
ties contained there, including exten- 
sive additions to water and sewer 
mains, outside electric-light distribu- 
tion systems, roads, walks, and all 
other conveniences to make _ these 
houses habitable. 

“If this restriction is applied to these 
buildings, it would be an undue as- 
sessment against the buildings first 
constructed at any one new location. 
It would not leave enough money to 
construct livable quarters. It would be 
an inequitable distribution of money 
with reference to future construction 
of quarters and barracks at the same 
places where these facilities, now added 
as a charge against these quarters, 
would be available and utilized. 

“It is not known why the House 
committee adopted this language, al- 
though it was stated in the debate on 
the floor that the Quartermaster Corps 
recommended it. The then Quarter- 
master General has stated in writing 
that no responsible person of the Quar- 
termaster Corps made any such recom- 
mendation. If, therefore, it came from 
the Quartermaster Corps, it must have 
been in the form of ex parte statements 
and not in the printed hearing but off 
the record, or made elsewhere or indi- 
vidually. 

“The Secretary of War is responsi- 
ble for the expenditure of the appro- 
priations and the conduct of the affairs 
of the Army, and no such recommenda- 
tion ever came from him. On the con- 
trary, the Secretary’s policy has been 
the verv reverse—to construct build- 
ings within the limitation authorized 
by law, which I shall presently read, 
and to teke such remaining amount of 
the anvpropriation as was required for 
facilities and, with such funds, install 
the essential facilities. 

History of Appropriation 

“TI will now give the history of our 
appropriation, and why the Secretary 
adonted this policy. 

“The applicable law, Revised Stat- 
utes. 1136, is as follows: 

“*Permanent barracks or quarters and 
buildings and structures of .a permanent 


nature shall not be constructed unless ; 


detailed estimates shall ‘ave been pre- 
viously submitted to Congress, and ap- 
proved by a special appropriation for 
the same, except when constructed by 
troops; and no such structures, the cost 
of which shall exceed $20,000, shall be 
erected unless by special authority of 
Coneress.’ 

“In other words, for many years the 
Revised Statutes allowed the Secretary 
of War to construct permanent build- 
ings without the specific authority of 
Coneress up to $20,000. It contém- 
plated, for officers’ quarters, a livable 
house. No doubt very few houses 
were ever built that cost that much; 
but that was the view of Congress for 
many years. 

“In 1910, however, Congress placed 
a limit on the cost of quarters for offi- 
cers; not for non-commissioned officers 
or barracks for enlisted men. This pro- 
vision (act of June 25, 1910) reads as 
follows: 

“That hereafter no money appropri- 
ated for military posts shall be expend- 
ed for the construction of quarters for 
officers of the Army, or for barracks 
and quarters for the Artillery, the total 
cost of whicn, including the heating and 
plumbing apparatus, wiring and fixtures’— 

“Onlv the interior items required for 
the building— 

‘shall exceed, in the case of quarters of 

a general officer, the sum of $15,000; of 

a colonel or an officer above the rank 

of captain, $12,000; and of an officer 

of and below the rank of captain, $9,000.’ 
Fears For Program 

Bringing out that in 1927 Congress 
amended its authorization for of- 
ficers’ quarters, limiting the cost, in- 
elusive of keating, plumbing, wirire 
and fixtures, to $14,500 for offices 
above the rank of captain and $12,- 
500 for captains and under, the gen- 
eral referred to the Ft.

It believes, after_a considera- 
tion of various pecoces that this can 
best be accomplished by providing for 
the creation of a merchant reserve fleet 
consisting of vessels divided into cer- 
tain classes, dependent upon their size 
and speed; that the proposed legisla- 
tion contain provisions to the effect 
that upon due notice these vessels 
should subject to requisition at an 
time for service in connection wit 
naval maneuvers; and that the Ship- 
ping Board be authorized . . . to enter 
into contract for not exceeding 10 
years with the vessel owner to enroll 
such vessel with the Navy Department 
in the merchant reserve fleet and to 
receive compensation therefor in an 
amount not exceeding the differential 
existing between the American and for- 
eign costs of building and operating 
similar vessels.”

(Continued from First Page) 
return on schedule, however, it was 
pointed out by Representative French, 
vice-chairman of the committee, that 
consideration of the proposed pay in- 
crease was a matter requiring the most 
careful study and that it would neces- 
sarily proceed slowly. The fact that 
the committee in the hands of which it 
has been placed is a large one is an- 
other influence working against speedy 
action. 

“We cannot sit down and decide on 
a pay bill just like that,” the Idaho 
representative said. “We have a tre- 
mendous amount of data to assimilate. 
Few people realize what a heavy task 
we have before us. It is a subject that 
demands the most careful study before 
any action can be taken. A number of 
the committee have been doing a great 
deal of work, as individuals, on the 
matter.” 

Asked when a hearing on the bill 
would be held, the representative 
could not answer definitely. 

Meanwhile Army and Navy men in- 
terested in the bill are twiddling 
their thumbs, drumming their heels, 
gnashing their teeth and doing the 
other things that people do when they 
are killing time, awaiting some sign 
of activity that will spell results, while 
newspapers and organizations through- 
out the country continue to add their 
voices to the general demand for an 
increased pay scale for the military.

Answering in the affirmative a ques- 
tion as to whether this was the first 
bill in which such a restriction had 
been placed upon the building of mili- 
tary barracks and quarters, Gen. Sum- 
merall declared:
